“T am an optimist regarding the U-boat war,”’ said Sir Eric. 
‘The submarine, restrained and unrestricted, has been met and 
| has not proved invincible. I am inclined to think that now—since 
I made my last public statement—we are sinking submarines as fast 
as Germany can build them. My curves are all good and I cannot 
foresee any way in which the situation can be changed except for 
the better. 
“The sooner the better is now the Allied navies’ aim. We must 
have more ships if we are able to turn this factor into a positive 
| Allied victory, The submarine destruction of the world’s tonnage 
| is not a big percentage on the whole, but the submarine destruction 
still exceeds the production of ships, and meantime the demands for 
tonnage are increasing by leaps and bounds.’’

BUENOS Ayres, Feb. 1.—The min- 
ister of war has recalled Argentina's 
military w.aches from Berlin and Vi- 
enna, In political circles this action 
is regarded as significant and connect- 
ed with the sinking of the Argentne 
steamship, Ministro Irriendo, January 
26, 1918. 

The Argentine minister to France 
hag confirmed the fact that the steam- 
ship was flying the Argentine flag 
when sunk, 

Unfriendly Act 

The government has not answered 
by what authority the change of flags 
Was made after leaving this country, 
the vessel having sailed under the 
French flag—but accepts the sinking 
as an unfriendly act, even the use of 
the home flag was unauthorized, The 
Situation here ‘ts intense and the 
authorities are maintaining more than 
their usual silence on the subject, but 
several eveits at the government house 
late today led to the belief that the 
government at last is preparing to 
take an important step. 

After an unusually long lapse of 
time, the foreign office today replied 
to the notes of Peru and Uruguay, 
which notified Argentina of their rup- 
ture of relations with Germany and 
that of Brazil informing Argentina 
of her sister country’s state of war 
with the Central powers.

HOMESTEADER IS 
BURNED IN HOME; 
THOUGHT SUICIDE 


Provincial Police Investigating 
Case Reported From Brier-

DRUGGISTS OF 
ALBERTA ASK 
LAW CHANGES 


|Amendments to Factory and Li-| 
quor Acts Suggested at 
Convention Here 


The Pharmaceutical association of| 
Alberta met at The Macdonald on 
Friday and a number of matters of 
importance to drug business were 
discussed, In the afternoon a dele- 
gation met with members of the gov- 
ernment, including A, T. Browning, 
the deputy attorney-general, to dis- 
cuss amenuments to the factory a: 
and the imuor act. The druggists 
desire that it be provided that liquo 
be purchased trom the vendors alone 
and that the druggists be relieved of 
the necessity of making out lengthy 
and cumbersome monthly statements 
as at present, 

The meeting gave considerable at- 
tention to the working of the liquor 
act as it affects the drug trade, and 
the anticipated effects of the new 
Dominion government regulations, 
Amendments to the Alberta act will 
be asked making all supplies of alco- 
hol obtainable only from the govern- 
ment vendors. All purchases of spirits 
for prescription and manufacturing 
purposes will then be made at a pre- 
scribed and uniform price, and from 
one source only. The druggists ex- 
pressed a willingness to conform to 
this arrangement if it becomes law. 

The druggists also ask the right to 
keep their stores open for the service 
of the public, suggesting that provi- 
sion be made for working days of nine 
hours each, with twelve hours on Sat- 
urdays and four hours on Sundays. 
Two shifts would be operated under 
the scheme, and the spirit of the act 
thus observed, although the schedule 
of hours will be different from those 
in other lines of business,

It is intended especi- 
ally to give the younger members of 
the staffs of business houses a chance 
to meet with each other, as well as 
with older business men; to enable 
them to broaden their knowledge of 
affairs and fit themselves for greater 
responsibility. 
Those Eligible 

All members of the Board of Trade 
are eligible for membership in the 
section without the payment of any 
additional fee. Non-members of the 
board below the rank of owner, 
partner, or department manager, may 
join for the nominal fee of $3.00 per 
year. 

Of the fee one dollar is paid to the 
Board of Trade, as all communica- 
tions to the Associate section will be 
made through the Board of Trade 
office, It was stated that in time it 
was hoped that the section would form 
a complete part of the ordinary Board 
of Trade. 

Addresses were given by M. R. Jen- 
nings, president of the Edmonton 
Board of Trade, and G. S. Hensley and 
A. M. Frith, vice-presidents. 

M. R. Jennings dwelt upon the need 
for such an organization for the pur- 
poses of discussing and educating in 
business and public affairs. Quoting 
as & newspaper man, he pointed out 
that letters to the press showed the 
need of an outlet for educated ex- 
pression in these subjects.

New force being 
organized Will keep you advised.” 

Local Insurance Men Meet 

About thirty memberg of the Ed- 
monton Fire Underwriters’ associa- 
Con met at 5:30 o'clock on Friday un- 
der the presidency of Ald. H. Ml- 
ton Martin, the head office of S.e 
| Alberta association at Calgary having 
|already been acquainted of what had 
occurred, 

It was arranged that the Edmonton 
committee should communicate with 
the Winnipeg board and ask if any ac- 
tion was desired in regard to fire in- 
surance contracts in the city. 

Ald, H. Milton Martin, who is the 
chairman of the local Fire Underwrit- 
ers’ association, has taken a strong 
attitude in sympathy with the request 
of the firemen that the appointment 
should be made from the ranks of the 
employees, He contends that this 
principle should be observed in all 
city appointments, and that by not do- 
ing so the city council has broken 
the agreement made by the appoint- 
ed representatives of the city council 
andthe firemen when before the con- 
ciliation board. 

Labor Men in Sympathy 

Labor unions {n the city are gathar- 
ing forces in support of the firemen, 
And at a meeting of the Printing 
Pressmen held on Friday night the 
following resolution was passed and 
ordered to be sent to the city com- 
missioners: 

“That this union endorses the action 
of the Firefighters’ Union of Edmon- 
ton, taken in respect of the appoint- 
ment by the city of a chief contrary 
to the principle of promotion by 
seniority and from the ranks, believ- 
ing that in this matter the city com- 
missioners may not have acted in 
g0od faith with the men.” 

A similar resolution was also passed 
by the Carpenters’ union. 

Notification of the walkout has been 
sent by the men to the department of 
labor. The men state that they have 
complied with all the formalities 
necessary to ensure the legal standing 
of their cause, 

Care is being taken of the horses 
at the fire halls where they are still 
in use, and yesterday the city commis- 


sioners announced that they were 
ready to receive applications from 
persons who would undertake the 


duties of looking after the anima’s, 
When the Men Quit 

There was no excitement when the 
walkout occurred at 1:30 p.m, yes- 
terday. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock Chief David- 
son was taken to No. 2 hall, for the 
| purpose of taking charge, by Deputy- 
| Mayor W. H. Martin and Commission- 
er Harrison. He went inside, and the 
| deputy chief was formaly relieved of 
the responsibilities, Previously the 
{commissioners had been informed 
that the men would walk out if tt) 
new chief was brought in. 

The deputy-mayor in cautioning the 
men sald that mistakes had been made 
}on both sides, on the part of the men 
| by reading into the agreement that 
| promotions to the positions of chief 
should be made from the ranks, 

“IT am satisfied,” added the deputy- 
mayor, “that if we gave you @ man 
|from the ranks that in six months’ 
time you would be in disagreement 
with him.” 

“It's a poor compliment to the de- 

| partment,” remarked one of the fire- 
'men, “to say that there is not a man 
jin the whole of the employees fit to 
|be put in the place of chief,” 
The deputy-mayor and Commission- 
}er Harrison having left the hall, the 
men rapidly changed their 
jand shortly there was a little proces- 
| sion from the gates. 

The men put in a plea that special 
provisons should be made for the care 
,of the horses at the stations where 
| they are now located. 

Iix-Chief Henderson attended the 
meetnig and made an earnest plea

that there should be no violence, He 
was heartily cheered by the men. 
Have Men Says Chicf, 

Asked if he had any plans to deal 
with the situation, Chief Davidson in- 
formed the Bulletin that he intended 
to give the best service that he could. 
He had some available men and oth- 
ers would be secured if possible, Some 
of the halls, however, would have to 
be closed, Chief Davidson said that 
he considers that he was being placed 
in a very awkward situation, as he had 
no quarrel with the men, and would 
be glad to meet them any time, 

Deputy Cuief Kemains 

Previous to the men leaving No. 2 
hall, five new men entered the bulld- 
ing, their entry being received with 
silence on the part of the departing 
men, 

Asked if they had come to work, the 
men stated that they had been en- 
gaged as firemen. Two of them are 
old employees of the fire department. 

In addition to the above, Deputy 
Chief Soles remains at No, 2 hall with 
Chief Davidson, The superintendent 
of alarms stays on at No, 1 and will 
look after the alarms, Captain Car- 
ruthers also remains at No. 2, About 
76 men are taking part In the walk- 
out, this including the accountantfrom 
the central hall, 

Matter Is Serious 

Tho men are taking the matter very 
seriously, ‘We will go out like gentle- 
men,” said one, “or not at all." They 
are confident that they have the sup- 
port of the public in the move that 
they have tuken. As they wajked 
along Jasper avenue they were told 
by many passers-by to ‘stay with It.” 

Ex-Chief Henderson was at No, 3 
hall when the men leit. 

Police Cannot Help 

It is understood that the police de- 
partment will not be able to supply 
help in working the fire department, 

The conference arranged between 
representatives of the men and the 
city commissioners and safety and 
health committee for Friday morning 
ended in failure to come to any agree- 
ment. 

Those present were Deputy Mayor 
W. H. Martin Commissioner Harrison, 
Ald. Esdale and Ald. McCoppen, while 
the men’s representatives were Capt. 
Whitehouse, Lieut. Booth, Chief En- 
gineer Jamieson, and Firemen Murray 
and McKay. 

All the phases of the question were 
discussed, the representatives of the 
city contending that the power of the 
appointment was vested in the hands 
of the city commissioners, or at least 
it did until the beginning of the year, 
when the new standardization bylaw 
came into force. Also that that they 
were unaware that any agreement 
made by the representatives of the 
city and the firemen before the con- 
ciliation board included the recogni- 
tion of the principle of promotion by 
seniority and merit as to include the 
post of chief. 

No Notification 

The men argued that such an agree- 
ment had been made, and they asked 
that the city stand by it, and they also 
stated that no intimation was given to 
the department that applications for 
the post might be sent to the com- 
missioners. They also contended that 
outside applicants had received no an- 
swer (o their letters. 

Chief Engineer Jamieson said that 
he was told that his application would 
be considered along with others in the 
new year. At the time, according to 
what had been stated, that appoint- 
ment had already been made. 


Ald. Esdale suggested that Chief 
Engineer Jamieson might take the 


position of deputy chief as it was held 
that the present deputy required a 
holiday. 

The men refused to accept this, say- 
ing that they were not supporting 
Jamieson in particular, but wanted 
the recognition of the principle of pro- 
motion from the ranks carried out, 

With the Men 

Ald, McCoppen plainly stated that 
his sympathies were with the men, and 
said that he thought Mayor Evans 
would be “big enough to admit that 
he had made a mistake.” 

The conference having lasted until 
nearly one o'clock, the men asked if 
the commissioners intended to instal 
Chief Davidson, and they were in- 
formed that it wag the wish of the 
majority of the aldermen that he 
should go into office at once, 

Fireman Murray then sald that it 
was his regrettable duty to inform the 
council that in such case the men 
would leave their work, and he ein- 
phasized the point that it was with the 
greatest regret that they would do so, 
He asked that the horsea might be 
properly taken care of. 

This concluded the conference, and 
the men then returned to No. 2 hall, 
while the mayor and commissioners 
went to escort Chief Dayidson into 


office, 
Operator Quits 

When the strike edict was issued at 
|} 1 p.m,., the switchboard operator at 
No, 1 hall, through whose hands 
alarms and instructions from station 
to station are transferred, promptly 
quit .4.8 post. The switchboard work 
was immediately taken over by the 
‘superintendent of fire alarms and 
police telegraphs. The alarm super- 
intendent could not be called upon to 
operate the switchboard indefinitely 
so it was arranged to have him re- 
lieved at four oclock by a new oper- 
ator, who recently joined the depart- 
ment, 


More than double the num- 
ber of automobile licenses 
have been issued in January, 
1918, than in the same period 
last year, according to the 
records of the provincial see- 
retary’s department. Ap- 
proximately 8,000 licenses 
have gone out so far in the 
province against about 3,000 
last year, and so far as could 
be learned there has been no 
dissatisfaction among auto- 
mobile owners as to the basis 
for automobile ligenses.

Some forty 044 thousand men from 
Alberta will by this spring be over- 
seas or ih training for overseas, afid 
some6 seven or eight thousand laborers 


will this spring be needed on the tarms 
of Alberta to help feed the other 
forty thousand. Will half that num- 
ber of women volunteer for service 
at home. Women have tightly asked 
for equal privileges with men, and the 
privilege includes the fight to vote, 
the right to goverti; and the right to 
work and the right to serve, ney ali 
include the responsibility of ths lial 
vidual to the state. 

I am of the opinion that women, 
from the city, where the great n-ajor- 
ity of surplus. womien are to be found, 
would be of litti® yalue on the farm, 
doffig out door work, and I am look- 
ing for a stronger power than tiy 
pen to persuade women that they 
would be doing a hational se-vice 
and a woman's Service, same iis the 
nurses in France, by helping the farm 
woinen with the work in the house, or 
doing the farm work entirely and 
releasing the fatmi women to help 
with the out doot work as many ot 
them ate very capable of doing, 

But there are many things thit 
women could do or be trained to do 
to release the mat power at present 
time in the country or, strictly speak- 
ing, in the cities, for work that in 
most cases they were trained when 
Small or large boys. In mahy cases 
the woman will need training and if 
she is needed the time is all too short 
for the training. It should We com- 
menced at once, And the need for help 
is an elastic one, and stretches in 
many directions, 

I would not state that all women 
were not capable of doing out door 
farm work, I know one woman, whose 
father is a farmer, she herself holds 
an M.A. degree from an Eastern uni- 
versity, and ts an authority on modern 
constitutional history, but her con- 
stant lament is that she was not born 
a son to her father instead of a daugh- 
ter, as she likes the out door work 
so much better and is never happier 
than when left to do the chores, or 
help in the hay field, and really prides 
herself on her ability to “make” a 
load. I also know another woman 
who is especially interested in the 
rearing of Shorthorn cattle, and her 
husband acknowledges that their 
neighbor is right when he states that 
she knows more about cattle than he 
does. She does not hesitate to go out 
to the barn and lead out the big new 
Shorthorn bull that was just brought 
to the farm the night before, nor does 
she hesitate to go out and clean those 
animals, She has had six of them in 
the stalls for a couple of months now, 
currying and feeding them several 
times a day, ready to show at the 
spring livestock show !n Edmonton. 

There are plenty others. In refer- 
ence to an article that I thought to 
write, I asked a man who had sold 
machinery in this district for the past 
15 years, if thero were any women 
farmers around here. I wanted to 


know of women who owned and man-!} 
aged and worked on their farms. He| 


thought of a dozen on the instant, who 
worked and managed thé farm, but 
the husband or father was alive (even 
if he did not count), and that spoiled 
the material for the story I wanted to 
write, But these éxceptjons prove the 
rule that women, especially city wom- 
en, are not sulted to work on the farm. 
Except in cases of special adaptibility 
such as I have mentioned, they would 
be much more hindrance than they 
would be worth, 

But they would be of use in the of- 
fices, where ex-farmers are now om- 
ployed, they would be of use as jani- 


tors in the blocks “where ex-farmers| 


are employed, théy would be of use

Many Could Be Released 

In all of these capacities ahd many 
tore, ex-farmers could be released 
by the employment of Women. Ia 
many cases the women would haye to 
have training and experiance, but they 
have never shown any lack of adap- 
tibility, and are fairly receptive to 
training. Why not start? i 

Well, where would one start at? 
There is the need and there is also the 
supply in thotisands of high-minded 
women who are the mates of the men 
who will serve overseas, How to bi'ng 
the two together? The answer is reg- 
istration, This should be undertake 
by the government, find oat the sup- 
ply, and let the demand come. It is 
stated that in the United States, where 
the womeén have registered, a sou'ety 
has been formed tn certain of the ci*:c¢ 
to furnish factories or banks or com- 
mercial houses of one kind of another, 
with the female help reqaired.

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It is given to but few men to cele- 
brate haif a century of directive and 
constructive effort on such a scale of 
has been the fortune of Rey. Father 
Drummond, and to still have active 
part in the educative and religious 
activities of hig country, Rey. Father 


Drummond has had a brilliant and 
active career. He, was educated for 
the practice of law, but preferred 
gedlogy, which he studied in Montreal 
under Sir William Logan and Dr. 
Sterry Hunt, the pioneers in Canadian 
geology. Heé entered the Jesuit order 
on Jantiary 29, 1868, at the age of 
nineteen, He taught classics and lit- 
erature in St. Mary's college: Mont- 
real; took a course in philosophy and 
science in Woodstock college, Mary- 
land; taught for four years in New 
York City; spent five years in further 
study in England, Whefte he was or- 
Gaitied priest at St: Bueno's college, 
North Wales, and returned to Canada 
in 1886, He was appointed prefect of 
studies and teacher in St. Boniface 
college, Manitoba, and spent five years 
in teaching. He was a member of the 
board of studies of the Univérsity of 
Manitoba, and lectured in Manitoba, 
the then Northwest Territories, Dako- 
ta, Minnesota and Ontario. He be- 
came rector of St. Mary’s college, 
Montreal, in 1890. In 1892 he return- 
ed to Manitoba and managed the 
Northwest Review for fourteen years, 
His connection with the Review ceas- 
ed when he ren appointed first peeror 
of the new St. Ignatius parish in 1908, 

In 1893 he tran8lated into English 
a history of Acadia—the early French 
settlements in what are now the 
Maritime provitices of Canada—which 
had beeii written by the late EH. Rich- 
ard, first sheriff of the Northwest 
Territories, 

In 1909 Father Drummond joined 
the staff of “America,” a leading 
Catholic review published in New 
York, but was compelled to return to 
Montreal the next year owing to ill 
health. He remajned there two years 
as assistant editor of the Canadian 
Messenger of the Sacred Heart, and 
preacher of the English Lenten 
courses in the Gesu church. 

During the last year of his sojourn 
in Montreal he wrote for “Canada and 
Its Provinces,” a sketch of thé Cath- 
olic church in Canada under the 
French regime, entitled “The Church 
and the Colony.” . 

In 1912 he became agaistaht at the 
Church of Our Lady; Guelph, Ont., the 
oldest Jesuit parish in Canada, and 
preached on many occasions in the 
adjacent towns. 

When the Edmonton Jesuit college 
Was opened in 1918, hé came 4# pro- 


fessor Of philosophy and t cology, and 
has acted as assistant pastor to Bt. 
Francis Xavier parishioners, who

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John A. McDougall Tells Story 


EDMONTON BULLETIN. 


Of the Early History of Edmonton 


Came Here in Late S 


At a recent meeting of the Edmon- 
ton Rotary Club, John A, McDougall, 
one of the city’s oldest residents, gave 
@ most interesting as well as instruc 
tive address on the early days in this 
settlement, The talk was considered 
@o valuable as a word picture of the} 
incidents of pioneer days that it would} 
be desirable to publish it in full, par- 
ticularly for the benefit of the younger 


generation. It is, therefore, given as) 
below: 

“As the great majority of you are 
comparatively young men who have 
come here to make your home in this 
new country, grow up with it as they 
say, and make your fortune, “48 you 


were doing sv, and as the most of you 
were comparatively newceumers i 
thought that possibly it might Interest} 
you to hear something about the West] 
when I first came to it long years ago, | 
before many of you were born, I also 
come West to inake my fortune and 
then go back home, get married, settle, 
down and enjoy life. But I am still} 
here and likely to remain for the rest 
of my days. As « boy I came to this 
great western country a few years 
after it had been acquired and taken 
over by the government of Canada; 
from the Hudson's Bay Company, who} 
had been absolute rulers and master | 
of the greater part of it for 200 years) 
before this.

tion of Wah! Wah! as their eyes spar- 
kled with pleasure. The traders were 
only too pleased to show their goods, 
and they all tried to stand in well with 
the chiefs of the different tribes by 
making them presents, so that they 
would get their good will and custom 
when business started after the treaty 
Was made and when they received 
their money. Nights were made 
hideous by the uproar, dogs howling, 
children crying and the noise of the 
countless tom-toms which could be 
heard in every direction. 

Indian Hospitality. 

Every night there was an Indian 
dance and the traders often used to 
be invited to those dances in return 
for and as a” mark of gratitude for the 
presents which they had received from 
them. There was always something 
to drink and smoke, and often soime- 
thing to eat as well. Those dances 
were always in the chief's tent, which 
was larger than the ordinary ones, At |

nipeg. When we did meet anyone, 
we always stopped to hear the news 
from the west, and give the news 
from Winnipeg and how furs were 
selling, and of course make mutual 
enquiries about the roads. Occasion- 
ally one would meet or be overtaken 
by the Governor of the Hudson Bay 
company going to or returning from 
the annual council of the Chief Fac- 
tors of the company. Those were us- 
ually held at Fort Carlton on the Sas- 
katchewan river, about 500 miles from 
Winnipeg. The trip was generally 
made in five days by the Governor, 
through having relays of fresh horses 
along the road. He travelled in great 
state for those days, in a light two- 
seated spring wagon, with a canvas} 
top. There would be two men riding | 
horses behind and driving a band of 
loose ones to change turn about with | 
those in harness, all going as fast as 
they could go. They would soon 
leave us far behind as we made only 
15 or 20 miles a day, according to 
how the roads were. There was pro- 
hibition all through the west then, 
but one could get a permit from the 
Lieut.-Governor in Winnipeg for two 
gallons of wine, whiskey or brandy.

National League’s Birthday 

Born forty-two years ago today, Feb 2, 1876, the National league 
has survived a multitude of troubles, trials and tribulations, and 
despite ups and downs, it finds itself established today more firmly 
than ever. Gambling threatened to kill the league, and the game 
as well, in the early days, and it was not until four Louisville players 
had been expelled from the game forever, in 1877, that the athletes 
began to see that throwing games was not profitable. The New York 
and Philadelphia clubs were expelled after the league's first year, 
Hartford and St. Louis dropped out at the end of the second season, 
Louisville soon followed, and Cincinnati was fired in 1880. Chicago 
and Boston are the only cities in the league that have had_continu- 
ous representation, In 1884 the Union association began its short- 
lived “war” on the pioneer major. The Brotherhood movement of 
1890 almost wrecked the National, and it was followed by a conflict 
with the American association. Next came the war with the Ameri- 
can league, the hardest of all struggles for baseball supremacy, and, 
more recently, the conflict with the Feds who had rival clubs in 
four of the National league cities, 

. ° . 

Those who denounce the boxing game as conducted today as 
“brutal” should hark back to the early days of the prize ring for 
examples of sure-enough brutality, Ben Caunt, the twenty-fifth 
man to hold the heavyweight championship of Engiand, won that 
title in an encounter that would make the fights of today look like 
a Sunday school strawberry festival. St. Albans, England, was the 
place, and seventy-seven years ago today the date of the fisticuffs 
which resulted in the defeat of Nick Ward by Ben Caunt, after thir- 
ty-five rounds of a punching, slashing, gouging, hair-pulling and 
wrestling exhibition which, as the sporting editors of that time said, 
“beggars description."’ Caunt received a belt which was emblematic 
of the championship and which was quite a flashy affair, costing the 
subscribers thereto several hundred pounds. The Nick Ward de- 
feated by Ben Caunt was a brother of the great Jem Ward, who had 
held the title from 1825 to 1882, Caunt kept the belt until 1845, 
when Bendigo, in a come-back bouc, defeated Caunt after ninety- 
three rounds of terrible slugging, and at the finish of which both 
men were helpless with exhaustion, This, incidentlaly, was the 
longest heavyweight battle on the record books, with the single ex- 
ception of the Jake Kilrain-Jem Smith affair at Isle St, Pierre in 
1887, which went to 106 rounds,—two hours and thirty-one minutes 
of actual fighting.

Calgary papers announce that 
Mayor Costello has returned from } 
the east, where he arranged with 
the Molsons Bank for a large loan 
for the city at 6 per cent. This | 
destroys the supposition that—in 
offering to lend the Province 
money at 61% per cent. on condi- 
tion that the Provincial Govern- 
ment submits to the cancelation of 
the Provincial power to issue and 
authorize loans—the Dominion au- 
tiorities are conferring any favor 
on the Province, On the contrary, 
they are proposing that we shall 
pay them for abrogating the con- 
stitutional rights of the Province. 


Individual 
Responsibility Essential. 

The Provincial Government of 
Quebee proposes to appoint a com- 
mission to govern the city of Mon- 
treal. That is a singular enough 
proposal to excite general inter- 
est. A still more significant fact is 
that the taxpayers of Montreal 
are quite likely to approve the 
suggestion, rather than continue 
to suffer the sort of ‘‘self-govern- 
ment’’ they have been getting. 
Save when it is founded upon an 
individual sense of responsibility 
for the community and commun- 
ity interests, responsible govern- 
ment is a sham, a failure and a 
menace. Canada’s biggest city 
seems to have been curiously lack- 
ing in that fundamental quality 
of citizenship without which good 
government is not possible under 
the representative system, 
Misrepresentation. 

Newspaper readers in the Eng-

Local Dealers Say There is Plenty 
For All if Economy is

Figures recently given out by the 
bureau of mines at Washington, show- 
ing the daily demand and supply of 
gasoline justify the claim of auto 
mobile men that with a reasonable 
exercise of economy there will be 
plenty of the fuel to supply all needs. 

The bureau of mines points out that 
the daily production of gasoline 
amounts to 6,849,000 gallons, and that 
the needs of the army and navy will be 
only 969,000 gallons a day, or 360,000,- 
000 a year. 

In commenting on the asituation 
several Edmonton dealers declared 
that there need by no let-up in the 
production and operation of motor 
cars for all purposes. 

“The government's own figures show 
the gasoline situation much easier 
than was generally supposed,” one of 
them remarked. “Tf all the unneces- 
sary wastes wore eliminated, more 
than enough fue} could be saved to 
supply the army and navy.

Since the first meeting which Mr. | 
Barron also addressed, the school}

There wasa good representative at- | 
tendance in spite of the cold. Mr. Bar- 
ron briefly reviewed the question from 
the general point of view ,explaining 
what consolidation is, and its advan- 
tages. These might be grouped under 
the headings of advantages to the 
children, to the teachers, to the par- 
ents, to the community, and to the na- 
tion at large. 

The speaker did not exaggerate the 
difficulties of education in the one-

THE HOG PROBLEM 

(By T,. Chancelet, High Prairie). 

If we except a very few men, many 
farmers “hate pigs.’ Why? 

Just because, to the most of them, 
it recalls some days gone by when the 
only side of the question was for them 
to clean dirty pens and jump over 
fences like acrobats in order to feed 


| the pigs after a hard day's work in 


the field, or else just because one day 
a poor miserable pig had gone in the 
potato patch. 

I believe those are 
reasons for this hatred. 
long as they hate pigs, just so long 
they will pass the job on to some- 
body else, till there is nobody else to 
pass it on to, 

If the war keeps on, the need for 
pork will become more felt. The 
farmers are jumping in and out of 
the pig business following jumps in 
grain prices, With the result that, ex- 
cept for a few men who stay with 
pigs, the most of the farmers never 
have a well established herd of brood 
sows. It takes several years to select 
and improve a herd, The jumper 
can't do it. And then with even high- 
priced pork he can’t make it pay. 

Supply Hogs Too Uneven, 

The packer gets an uneven supply 
of hogs and he can't pay what he 
should, live weight. He must get an 
enormous capital in action and have 
a big reserve in order to be able to 
supply his customers. But all that 
costs big money and Mr, Parmer pays 
for it. The hog producer suffers by 
it. If we can get a 
then we can get better markets. The 
same capital will handle more stock. 
By cutting down expenses we will get 
more returns psdechgellraiel ° 

Nave read all about those guys 
who could get into the pig business 
in a few days. I have yet to find one 
who makes it pay unless he has an 
enormous capital to induce some- 
body to sell him good breeding stock. 

Use Mature Sows, 

It takes at least 18 months to ma- 
ture a soW, so as to get size and ser- 
vice. It takes another 4 months be- 
fore it is known if she will be a profit- 
able breeder. Then if she is not, it 
is necessary to start again. All that

Under present conditions we might 
breed sows of any kind, so the soldier 


boys, the women and the children can 
get something to eat, but we must 
adopt a policy of building up a herd

The litter from a well-matured sow 
cared for, is just as big when 
they are born as some = sickening- 
looking pigs two months old from a 
too young, scrubby sow, which I often 
have been disgusted to see. How can 
we expect a young female to develop 
and give birth to a strong, healthy 
litter! It is impossible, or else it costs 
more than to get the full growth first. 
All my experiments have proved that 
pork can be produced cheaper with 
mature sows than with young sows, 
There is sometimes 75 pounds differ- 
ence per pig in favor of the first. The 
young shoats being more thrifty, they

Pastures Are Profitable, 

Now if we have strong, healthy 
shoats, what do they need to make 
first-class nork’? Did you ever watch 
“a pig grow’? Ihave. Give the rooter 
all the run he likes in a good pasture 
where oats or any succulent forage 
Feed some good 
oat chop three times a day if he cares 
for it, as lots of times Mr. Pig does 
not come home only at night. Ne is 
putting on his own pork, 

By actual test on the scale, I have 


been astonished to find that it was 
possible to produce 100 pounds of 
gain with only 150 pounds of grain, 
1 had 130 shoats to feed, while run- 
ning on pasture; short of feed, I only 
had 130 pounds of barley chop to 
feed them every Bay. They were mak- 


ing an average of 
a month. That is not enough, but 
considering the cost, they were pro- 
ducing $8 worth of pork for every $38 
worth of barley, or around $2.50 a 
bushel for barley! 1 guess the pasture 
helped some! 
Now, that's all 


0 pounds of pork 


right enough, but 
how did 1 do it? I always feed slop. 
One pound of grain for every 10 
pounds of water for growing shoats, 
If the weather is cold they get it 
warm. They get filled up, go to sleep 
for about two hours, then up again 
and rustle till dark, With a self 
feeder they hang around all day;

HORSE CAUGHT 
IN STRAW STACK 


Plucky Mare Fought For Life Till 
Blood Flowed From 
Jugular 


Hanna Herald: It has often been 
said that coyotes were very cowardly 
creatures and that they would not 
attack an animal capable of putting 
up any defence for its life. Calves, 
Jambs and poultry are quite frequent- 
ly destroyed by the coyotes, but it is 
Very seldom that a horse is slain by 
them, 


However, Chas, Fielding, who re- 


| sides north of Hanna, reports that he 


lost a very valuable mare last week 
by the coyote route, The mare had 
been feeding in an old straw stack 
and in doing so had undermined it 
so that a portion fell over. Tho mare 
lay down in the straw and in trying 
to get up she became cast between 
two mounds of the straw, While in 
this predicament, a pack of coyotes 
attacked her and cut through to her 
jugular. 

Mr. Fielding found the animal dead 
shortly after the pack had done their 
work. ‘The body of the horse was 
quite warm and there was every evi- 
dence to show that, in spite of being 
cast she had put up a fight for her 
life, 

Coyotes are said to be very numer- 
ous throughout the. country and 
packs are very frequently heard howl- 
ing at night by the residents of Han- 
na, Several of the boys have been 
successful this winter in catching and 
killing a large number of the pests 
with dogs, but it will only be through 
concerted effort that the country is 
rid of the coyote nuisance.

Yes, but what about 
the man with a bic bunch? Well, if 
he has a big bunch he can well af- 
ford to rig up a feeding system for net 
very much more than the cost of a 
self feeder. In Germeny, which be- 
fore the war was teeaing an enormous 
number of hogs, they had 30 hogs for 
England had only 


slops. They have three sets of tanks, 
one for the morning, noon and night, | 
so as to allow fermentation to take 
place, as it renders the food more 
palatable, and there is no danger of 
overfeeding. Here, with a good wa- 
ter supply, a tank to hold the water) 
and warm it up, and three barrels on 
a cart, or if there are enough hogs, 
three smaller tanks running on @ 
track, Quite a big bunch can be fed 
while you smoke a cigar.

handy. 

May be a poor boy back from the 
front could herd them around as It 
would be an easier job than to work 
hard, Each farmer could keep the 
brood sows at home as it would not re- 
quire much fencing for a few head, 

Now, if farmers had a good bunch 
of shoats in the fall they wouldn't 
need to sacrifice their grain In six 
weeks’ time they ce ld, in almost y 
every year, double their crops just by 
feeding it to hogs, 

While barley was 37 cents «a bushel | 
in 1910, I fed 250 bushels of barley 
to 22 shoats and got $440 for them 
with pork at 8%c. They were in a 
small yard close by the garden and got 
weeds and slop from the house and 
skim milk, $150 could haye bought 
pigs and barley, so it did pay to feed 
them, 

Since then, feeding barley and oats 
about half and half, has run around 
a dollar a bushel with pork at 8 and 
9 cents a lb. Now, with pork at lve 
cents, even if grain is high, there is no 
reason why we should be short of 
meat,
